.\ttentioii is called to the fact 
that at Hnvefbill, .Mass., theofl'erof 
the old democratic party in that 
city to endorse two caiulidates of 
the 8oeial Democratic j.arty and 
to nominate a third member of our 
party for city ollices, has been le- 
si>ectfully and firuily deidined.

“RADIOAL DEMOCRACY.” 

The New York Journal cries out 
in Aiatress for the destructi.m 
of “the new slavery”- that Is, the 
control of transportation,of capital, 
of opjiortiinities for employment, 
and of inilustry by the organized 
trusts. It outlines a remarkable 
program fur the democratic party 
along the lines of demolition of 
trusts ami the hk.stohation ok 

FIIKKIIOM TO TIIK MIDDI.K I'l-ASS OU 
sMAi.i. cAi'iTAi.isTs. and calls that 
the high j-rivilege of what it styles 
the “radi.-al democracy.” 

It is (louhlless <|iiitc true that in 
the rank.-i of the old democratie 
party are many individuals who 
have a cle.ar underetamling of the 
modern indn.strial problem, that is 
to say, of the ecoiiomie necessity 
of the trusts and the inevitable 
climax in their develo])ment. Such 
individuals, while they are noi 
deceived by the world-old policies 
of reactionaries, are not yet ready 
to abandon old party connertions 
and affiliate with a movement, 
whieli, like the Social Democratic 
party, declares for the atnilition of 
all privilege, especially the privi¬ 
lege of private projierty in product¬ 
ive capital, and offers the giiroran- 
tee of freedom, not to an American 
bourgeoisie, but to the humblest 
laborer in the land—to the whole 
people. ‘ 

On the other hand, the old dem- 
cratic party, and eVen the“radical” 
section of it for wliich the New 
York Journal speaks, is thorough¬ 
ly reat;tionary, and for tliat reason 
iusuHicient. Its policies arc 
stamped in the mint of capitalism; 
its .appeals are for the. small capi¬ 
talists, its demands for freedom an 
in belialf of “the miner whq may 
not work his own mine,” and “the 
sugar planter who must sell to 
a single purchaser,” and “the oil 
jiroduccr who must deal with 
Rockefeller,’’ and “the small ship¬ 
per who must abide by tlie deci¬ 
sions of a ‘gentlemen’s ^rce- 
ment.’ ” Not a word nor a hint in | 
all this about the producer; no con¬ 
sideration whatever of the class 
without capital, without opportun¬ 
ity, without any share in the civil¬ 
ization which their labors have 
created. Only a cry for the exten¬ 
sion of private privilege and “free¬ 
dom” of opportunity to go over

A WORD TO WORKINGMEN. 

The election of our comrades 
Carey and Scates t<i the legislature 
of Massachusetts, the poll of nearly 
10,(XX) votes by the Social Demo¬ 
cratic Party when only live months 
old, together with a remarkable 
increase of the general Socialist 
vote in the countrv, constitute a 
must signilicaiit sign of the times, 
gratifying in the extreme to every 
progressive mind and tilling with 
surprise and amazement the blind 
and reactionary forces of society. 

Workingmen of America: Do 
you realize that the factors in a 
mighty change are coming shoulder 
to shoulder, hip to hip, heart to 
heart, to achieve your emancipa¬ 
tion from gluttonous capitalism 
snd the degradation of wage 
slavery? The K<)('ial DemcK-ratic 
Party contends for the social use 
of the modern means of prodiu'tiou 
for the benefit of society at large. 
It contends for the full recognition 
of the established fact that the pro¬ 
duct of labor is created by lalxir 
alone, labor of hand and of brein, 
and that any form of society which 
permits any sjiecial class to appro¬ 
priate by means of the social ban¬ 
ditti, Interest, Rent and Profit, a 
share of the social product which 
confers upon that class every ma¬ 
terial comfort and luxury the mind 
can corceive, while the' proilucerii 
themselves live in want and wretch¬ 
edness, is a condition that cannot 
endure and must give way to the 
spirit of progre.ss and tlie enlight¬ 
ened conscience of the world. 

Tiie discoveries and inventions 
nf the last 1.50 years have enor¬ 
mously increaswl man's jiower over 
the rest of iiatuie; the individual 
tool of former times has developed 
into the n-.odern machine; no man 
now works alone, but by tlie divi¬ 
sion and subdivision of labor all 
are sharing in each other’s toil; no 
individual can now claim as his 
own the prodmd. to which lie is in. 
reality giving only a helpful touch. 
In other words, tlie general result 
of modorii invention and the use 
of machinery in pioduction is this, 
that production has been Socialized 
and all the members of modem 
society have by that fac-t, become 
interdependent. 

But the means of production, the 
marvelous aggregation of labor- 
saving msA-hinery which has dis¬ 
placed the individually-owned tool, 
tlie possession of wliich enabled 
tlie old-time Avorkman to obtain a 
living, these great factors in human 
progress, together ivith a complex 
system of exchange which has 
developed along with them, are 
owned and controlled as individual 
property, and used for the jiurpose 
of exploiting the woikers, who, 
from no fault of their own, but 
from a logical necessity of econ¬ 
omic evolution,are without capital. 
Tlicrefore, as ^cialists contend, as 
the Social Democratic party de¬ 
mands, the means of production, 
that is to su}', land and capital, 
must also be Socialized, must be 
made the common and collective 
possession of tlie whole society. 

So long as land and capital are 
individually owned, it is inevitable 
that privilege will cuutinue to exist 
and tlie working class to be ex¬ 
ploited. When the workiugiiien of 
America take Arm hold upon these 
principles, they will be in a fair 
way to solve the industrial prob¬ 
lem, they will use their political 
power to end their economic im¬ 
potence, and the mission of the 
Social Democratic party will be 
accomplished. 



































STEUGGLE FOR LIBERTY. 

^Extract from Addreea of Clarence 
S. Darrow to the Jury in 
Kidd’a Trial. 


Tlio defendants in ,tlns case, 
Thomas I. Kidd, George Zentner 
and Michael Troiber, uro on trial 
charged with a conspiracy to injure 
the business of the Paine Lumber 
Company, by means of a strike and 
the incioents ari-singfroni it. While 
you have been occupied for the last I 
two weeks in listening to the evi¬ 
dence in this case, and while the 
court will instruct you as to the 
technical ri^es of law under which 
this,evidence is to be applied, still 
it is impossible to present this case 
to vou w ithout a broad survey of 
the great questions that are agitat¬ 
ing the world to-aay. For what¬ 
ever its form, this is real'y not a 
criminal case, and every juror 
knows this full well. It is but an 
episode in the great battle for 
human liberty, a battle which was 
commenced when the tyranny and 
oppression t>f man first caused him 
to impose upon his fellows and 
which will not end until the child¬ 
ren who toil in Paine’s factory shall 
be clothed as well as Paine’s sous, 
and cured for as w ell as Paine’s 
girls. 

This great corporation may send 
out its bloodhounds and hire its 
lawyers and import its detectives 
to spread their leprosy through 
your peaceful community; you 
may send these men to jail, but so 
long as injustice and inhumanity 
exist, BO long as employers grow 
fat and rich and powerful through 
their robberj- and greed, so long 
as they build their palaces from the 
unpaid labor of their serfs, so long 
as they rob childhood of its life 
and sunshine and joy, you will find 
other consjnracies, thank God, that 
will take the place of these as fast 
as the doors of the jail shall close 
upon them. If other conspirators 
should be wanting to fill up the 
gaps made vacant by the prosecu¬ 
tions of the courts and the verdicts 
of juries, then 1 should be ashamed 
of the country in which I live. This 
IS not a criminal case, and every 
actor concerned in this drama 
understands it well. Counsel may l 
argue here and there concerning 
the crossing of a “t” or the dotting, 
of an “i,” they may argue that cer¬ 
tain letters were written in haste 
and that others should have been 
answered sooner; they may argue 
that certain heated words should 
have remained unspoken, and that 
other language was wrongly used. 
They may argue as they please 
aboutthe minor details of ^is case, 
but deep in your hearts and in 
mine, deep in the mind of every 
man who thinks, is a certain know¬ 
ledge that this drama in which you 
play such an important part is but 
a phase of the great social question 
that moves the world. You have 
been told of disorder, and tumult 
and riot. Gentlemen, I love order 
and qniet and peace; but it is idle 
for you and me to seek to nir-ily 
weigh and calmly deliberate upon 
the responsibility for those tnmult- 
uous acts of men. Counsel on the 
other side cannot fix the repons- 
ibility; no more can 1, or you. I 
look back at that mad riot around 
McMillen’s mill. I understand full 
well the elements of terror and law¬ 
lessness and crime that were ever 
present iii that wild tumultuous 
crowd. 1 look bock at the men and 
women and the little children gath¬ 
ered there, the Americans, Bohem¬ 
ians, Germans, Austrians, each 
with their native tonpies, whose 
combined voice was like the bab¬ 
bling of the waves upon the sea, and 
1 know that no man was respons¬ 
ible for the turbulent,surging, rising 
flood; I know it was but an inci¬ 
dent in a great struggle which com¬ 
menced so many centuries ago and 
which will and must continue until 
human liberty is secured and eijual- 
ity has come to dwell on earth. It 
was an incident alone, and if one 
man had been absent, or lOU men 
had been absent, that gathering, 
that threatening, tumultuous mob, 
wduld have been present just the 
same.

At one time he 
owned a valuable piece of property 
at Forty-seventh and State streets, 
in addition to the house and lot on 
Wentworth avenue. In those days 
he lived In the flat above the saloon 
which he conducted at 6308. 

It was this saloon which event¬ 
ually landed him in the street, for 
to start in the liquor business he 
had to mortgage his property on 
State street. The mortg.age was 
given to the brewery company, 
which supplied the liquor and put 
in the nxtures.

ESSAYS ON SOCIALISM. 

Public opinion has the following 
notice of a recent volume jruhlislied 
by the Koycroft Printing Shop, East 
Aurora, N. Y., cutitlcd “Essayson 
bucialisni,” by William Morrisuud 
others: 

It'is fitting that a book on the 
subject of Socialism, printed on 
hiind-niude Keuiiscott paper buuml 
in gray boards, should begin with 
an essay by William Morris. The 
late artist takes for his text the. 
Socialist Ideal in Art, and makes 
a paper worthy the exquisite bind¬ 
ing it has. received. Ilis position 
is that Smiialism has an all-em¬ 
bracing theory of life, with an 
ethical, religious, estlietic side; he 
asserts further that inequality of 
coudition, “whatever may have 
been the case in former ages of tl»e 
world, has now become incompat¬ 
ible with the existence of a healthy 
art.” To the Socialist he says, 
every work of man’s hand—a house, 
a knife, a cup, a steam engine— 
must be either a work of art or 
destructive to art. “The commer- 
cialist, on the other hand, divides 
manufactured articles into those 
which are preneusely works of art 
and are offered for sale in the mar¬ 
ket as such, and those which liave 
no pretense and could have no pre¬ 
tense to artistic qualities.” This 
“disease and injury to humanity,” 
as Mr. Morris calls it, is-a grievous 
deduction from the happiness of 
man, for art in its wider sense—all- 
pervading art—is the expression of 
pleasure in the labor of production, 
and since the production of the 
present day is usually unaccom¬ 
panied by jileasure, imd always 
will be under the present existing 
conditions, life is for most men de¬ 
void of true arc. The socialist idea 
of ait is that it should be common 
to the whole people, and that ever}’ 
object of production, even the com- 
munest, should ronforui to tho 
purest standard of beauty. 

Mr. Henry S. Salt follows this 
paper with one on Socialism and 
Literature, two things which are, 
lie says, too ofreu supptised to he 
incompatible. He says that in the 
history of every nation a certain 
stage of artilicial society—tliat 
winch sets the accumulation of 
great fortime{i on one side and the 
pinch of extreme poverty on the 
other—is acHmijianied by a corres- 
jioiuling outjjui-st of the itch for 
aiitiiorship. j One class writes be¬ 
cause it has ^iccuniary “independ¬ 
ence” and wishes to indulge in 
private whjms. Anotlier clast 
regards liturature simply as a 
iiieins of earning a precarious live¬ 
lihood, and tlHis between the two 
they degrade art. Under Social¬ 
ism, every man or woman would 
be sure of earning a livelihood. 
There would be no idle class to 
amuse itself, no struggling class 
ligliting for bread. Those who 
possessed a real message would 
write and give that message to the 
world and thus we would all be 
immeasurably beuelitted. 

Grant Allen makes a plea for 
Natural Inequality, and starts by 
saj'ing that all men are born free 
and unequal. Socialism is an en¬ 
deavor to preserve and make the 
best of this inequality. This he 
calls a neglected truth since most 
people refer to Socialism aa “drag¬ 
ging everybody down to a dead 
level.” Mr; Allen, in. bis usual 
brilliant way, compares modern 
civiluatioD to an ligyptian bas-relief 
on which the king was always 
sculptured as a man of gigantic 
stature, while all other men are 
small and of unvarying aiit. So in 
modem civilization some uien are 
arbitrarily picked out and given 
advantages to which they have no 
special claim, while the great mass 
of toUers, liloe the Egyptian popu-: 
lace, are supposed to have no indi¬ 
vidual charaoturifltics and are just 
“workingmen.” The aim of So¬ 
cialism will bo to find out every 
natural inequality and to-develop 
each character along the line 


specially n®dcd by its individual- j 
ity. An ar st will not be obliged 
tp spend hi^ time turning a ma¬ 
chine, nor \tlll a man, because he 
has moneyl lie able to enter any 
profession It- chooses.'^ 

Other esstj’s equally clever, but 
less intereding, perhaps, to the 
general reaihr, are Re-occupation 
of the I.>and^by Alfred Russel Wal¬ 
lace; lllusiois of Socialism, one of 
Bernard Shiv’s clever papers, and 
Transitions Freedom, by Edward 
Carpenter. The essays are all 
worthy of a tlace in the beautiful 
volume, ani more than this we 
could not s.y. One’s respect for 
for the brilliancy of the writers 
does not dipend in any way on 
one’s agreeiaent with the argu¬ 
ments set foth.

CoMKAnE ?h>iToK:—It was with 
surprise and amazement that I read 
comrade Cl»fliu*s wmimunieatioii 
in the HEKAt.n of Nov. lit.

That private ownership of the 
means of production and distrib¬ 
ution of weallli lias caused society 
to split into two distinct classes 
witli conflictiig interests, the small 
possessing class of capitalists or ex¬ 
ploiters of the labor force of otliers 
and the ever-increasing large dis¬ 
possessed claas of wage-workers, 
who are deprived of the socially- 
due share of tlieir product. 

That the trade union movement 
and independent political action 
are the chief emancijiating factors 
of the working class, tlie one rep¬ 
resenting its economic, tlie other its 
political wing, and tliat hotli must 
co-n]ierate to abolisii the capitalist 
system of production and distrib¬ 
ution. 

The wage-workers and all those 
in sympathy witli their liistorical 
iiiission to realize a higlier civiliza¬ 
tion should sever connection with 
all capitalist and reform jiarties and 
unite M'ith the Social Don-.ixwtio 
I'arty of America. 

The solidiiritty of labor connect¬ 
ing us with millions of class-con¬ 
scious fellow workers tliroiighoiit 
the civilized world will lead_^, to 
InternatioiialSocialisin, tlie brotlier- 
liood of man. 

Wliat do tlie above <|Uotations 
imply? 

Firsts—that tliere is in society 
two ojqiosing cla.ssep, tlie capitalist 
class and the lalair class. 

Second—that in this conllicl the 
laUir cla.ss lirings into jilay two 
weapons, to wit: ilie trade union 
and independent political action, 
the latter of which tiie Social Deni- 
wratic Party is llie logical expres¬ 
sion. 

Tliird—tliat in order to free 
society from tlie dominion of caji- 
italisni, it is the historical mis.xion 
of tlie labor clus.s to overthrow tlie 
capitalist class. 

Fourth—that it is through the 
solidarity of labor that class rule is 
to be abolished and the hrotlierhood 
of man established. 

So according to our iilatforin we 
do not look to the upjier middle 
class for eniaucipztion hut to tliat 
very class which comrade Claflin 
designates “tlit lower strata of 
society.” But tills does not imply 
tliat we are to exclude those mem¬ 
bers of the opiKisite class who feel 
that it is their duty to tight in our 
ranks in the battli for |M>litioal free¬ 
dom.

That private ownership of the 
means of production and distrib¬ 
ution of wealth has caused society 
to split into two distinct classes 
with conflicting interests, the small 
possessing class of capitalists or ex¬ 
ploiters of the labor force of others 
and the ever-incr^ing large dis¬ 
possessed class of wage-workers, I 
who are deprived of the socially-due, 
share of their product. | 

That capitalism, the private 
ownership of the means of pro¬ 
duction, is responsible for the in¬ 
security of subsistence, the poverty, 
misery and degradation of the ever¬ 
growing majority of our people. 

That the same economic forces 
which have produced and now in¬ 
tensify the capitalist system, will 
compel tlie adoption of Socialism, 
the collective ownership of the 
means of production for the com¬ 
mon good and wi'lfare, or result in 
the destruction of civilization. 

That the trade union movement 
and independent political action 
are the chief emancipating factors 
of the working class, the one rep¬ 
resenting its economic, tlie other 
its political wing, and tliat both 
must co-operate to abolisii tlie cap¬ 
italist system of production and 
distribution. 

Therefore, the Social Democratic 
Party of America declares its object 
to be the establishment of a system 
of co-operative production and dis¬ 
tribution through the restoration to 
the people of all the means of pro¬ 
duction and distribution, to be ad- 
nainistered by organized society 
in the interest of the whole people, 
and the complete emancipation of 
society from the domination of 
capitalism. 

The wage-workers and all those 
in sympathy with thoir historical 
mission to realize a higlier civiliza¬ 
tion should sevei connection with 
all capitalist and reform parties 
and unite with the Social Democrat¬ 
ic Parry of America. 

The control of political power by 
the Social Democratic Party will 
be tantamount to tlie abolition of 
capitalism and of all class rule. 

Tlie solidarity of lalior connect¬ 
ing us wilh niiillons of cl.iss-coii- 
cious fellow-workers throughout tlie 
civilized world will lead to Inter¬ 
national Socialism, tlie hrollierliood 
of man. 

Ae steps in tliis direction, we 
make tlie following deniands; 

1. Kevision of our antiquated 
Federal Constitution, in order to 
remove tlie obstacles to full and j 
complete control of goveriinient by 
all the people, irrespective ol sex. | 

2. The public ownership of all i 
industries controlled by monopol¬ 
ies, trusts and combines. 

3. The public ownership of all 
railroads, telegraph, telephone, all 
means of transportation, comiimn- 
ication, water works, gas and elect¬ 
ric plants,aud other public utilities 

4. The public ownership of all 
gold, silver, copper, lead, iron, coal 
and all other mines; also of all oil 
and gas wells. 

5. Reduction of the hours of 
labor in proportion to the increas¬ 
ing laci lilies of production. 

6. Tlie inauguration of a system 

of public works anc improvements 
for the employment of a large 
number of the unemployed, the | 
public credit to be utilized for ftiat, 
purpose. j 

7. All useful inventions to he! 

free to all, the inventor to be re-' 
munerated by the public. | 

8. Labor legislation to be made 
national instead of local, and inter- 
cational where possible. 

9. National insurance of working 
people against accidents, lack of 
employment and old age. 

10. Equal civil and political 

rights for men and women, and the 
abolition of all laws discriminating > 
against women... j 

11. Theadoption oftbeInitiative! 
and Referendum, and the right of j 
recall of representatives by the 
voters. 

. 12. Abolition of war as farasthe 
United States are concerned and 
the introduction oi international 
arbitration instead. 


Demands For Farmers. 

The Social Democratic Party of 
America does not hope for the 
establishment of social order 
through'the increase of misery, 
but on the contrary expects its com¬ 
ing through the determined, united 
efforts of the workers of both city 
and country to gain and use the 
political power to that end. In 
view of this we adopt the follow¬ 
ing platfonn for the purpose of 
uniting the workers in the country 
with those in the city ; , 

1. No more public land to be 
sold, but to be utilized by the Un¬ 
ited States or the state directly for 
the public benefit, or leased to 
farmers in small parcels of not over 
640 acres, the state to make strict 
regulations as to improvement and 
cultivation. Forests and water¬ 
ways to be put under direct con¬ 
trol of the nation. 

2. Construction of grain eleva¬ 
tors, magazines and cold storage 
buildings by the nation, to be used 
by the fanners at cost. 

3. The postal, railroad, tele¬ 
graph and telephone services to be 
united, that every post and railroad 
station shall also be a telegraph 
and telephone center. Telephone 
service for farmers, as for residents 
of cities, to be at cost. 

4. A uniform postal rate for the 
transportation of agricultural pro¬ 
ducts on all railroads. 

5. Public credit to be at the dis¬ 
posal of counties and towns for the 
improvement of roads and soil and 
for irrigation and drainage. 

S. D. P. and Trades Unionism. 

“Whereas, We hold the trade 
union movement to be indispens¬ 
able to the working people under 
the prevailing indurtrial system 
in their struggle for the improve¬ 
ment of their conditions, as well as 
for the final abolition of the wage 
system; we further recognize the 
urgent need of thorough organiza¬ 
tion among the workers ; therefore 
be it 

“Resolved, That we commend an 
honest co-operation to that end by 
the members of the Social Dem- 
ocratic Party of America, by be- 
ooiuiiig ulomborB of the unions in 
their respective trades or callings, 
or of the Federal Labor Unions, 
and strive to organize all such 
trades as have heretofore not been 
organized and assist the organiza¬ 
tion of labor in every way possible; 

“Resolved, That in order to more 
efl'ectively resist the encroachments 
upon labor we advise organized 
labor to combine into national and 
international unions, pledging our¬ 
selves to extend to them all possible 
assistance'to acc nqdish this end. 

“Resolved, T.iat we reaffirm th®; 
truth expres-xd in the proceedings 
ot the International Labor Con¬ 
gress, held in London in August, 
1896, that while it is absolutely 
nece.ssary for the working people 
to make use of the political power 
in order to secure and enlorce the 
demands of labor, yet differences 
of political views held by iiieinhers 
of the labor organizaiions should 
not he a reason for separate organ¬ 
ization in the economic struggle, 
causing dissensions and disrup¬ 
tions. 

“Resolved, That we consider 
strikes and boycotts as historically 
necessary weapons to obtain the 
demands of trades unionism ; we 
further recognize in the union label 
an important factor in strengthen¬ 
ing the power of organization, and 
educating the public to demonstrate 
in a practical way its synipithy 
and assistance to the cause of labor; 
and we therefore indorse all the 
labels of the bona fide trades unions, 
earnestly recommending to the 
membership of the Social Dem¬ 
ocratic Party of America to patron¬ 
ize only such concerns selling 
products bearing the same. 

“Resolved, That we condemn the 
attempt to disrupt the labor move¬ 
ment by organizing rival unions to- 
the bona fide trades unions. 

“Resolved, That we encourage 
the movement of organized labor 
for the establishment of a legal 
eight-hour workday and the Satur¬ 
day half holiday. 

“Resolved, That we condemn 
the modern white slavery of the 
sweating fiystem,”

FREEDOM. 


The industrial condition of 
women under the increasing pres¬ 
sure of civilization is most dejilor- 
able. It is on her that the evils of 
competitive iudustr}' bear most 
heavily. From every point of view 
she is liandicapped in the struggle 
for existence. Dejirived by unjust 
laws of her political rights, and 
disqualified from jiarticipating in 
the enactment of measures neces¬ 
sary to her welfare; slie is a worker 
degraded in the estimation of men 
by this un8i>oken but tacit asser¬ 
tion of her mental inferiority. 
When she enters the ranks of labor 
she does not stand on the common 
ground of recognized eiiuality of 
men. The result is that she is 
compelled to assume a suliordiuate 
position, and receive about one-half 
the amount of wages usually paid 
to men for a •similar kind of work. 

This is seen particularly in all 
the lower grades where men and 
women are employed in mills and 
factories, and in those modern dens 
of prostituted toil, the sweat shojis. 

It is a common thing for women 
to work in factories and shops for 
30 and 50 cents a day. lii tlie 
jialatial department stores of New 
York and other large cities it is

The few who get 
the largest share cannot by any 
possibility coninme their share, 
and thus production is every time 
ahead of consumption, industry 
tomes to a standstill, poverty is 
increased.—Rev. F. W. N. Uugen- 
holtz, Grand Ra(>ids, Mich.

The Nktiunal Executive of the 
United Brewery Workers’ Union, 
by unanimous vote, adopted, the 
following resolution, to be submit¬ 
ted for discussion and adoption to 
the next convention, of the A. F. of 
h. in Kansas, City : 

Whkkkas, l*he experiences of 
the past year have given us addi¬ 
tional anil unmistakable proof that 
the legislative and judicial branches 
of the government are controlled 
by and administered in the interests 
of the capitalistic class and that 
they are ever ready to sanction all 
efforts of that class to deprive labor 
of its rights and perpetuate econoiii- 
ic injustice; and 

Wbkrbas, It has been demon¬ 
strated during a period of many 
years that the . professions and 
promises of the capitalistic and 
middle class parties are made only 
to be violated, and the confidence 
which organizer! lalror has reposed 
in such parties has been shamefully 
abused; and 

Whereas, The .example set by 
organized labor bodies of England 
and other countries, wherein they 
have declared that the economic 
betterment and final emancipation 
of labor can only be realized through 
a strictly independent political 
movement, going hand in hand 
with the economic movement, is 
well worth our emulation; and 

Whereas, Onr fellow trades 
unionists of Great Britain at their 
last congress at Bristol with a great 
majority vote resolved to recwu- 
mend to all members oft heir organ¬ 
izations to extend their moral and 
financial aid to the Socialist labor 
parties; and 

Whereas, We have in the 
United States the Social Democrat¬ 
ic Party, which is on record and is 
known to be heart and soul with 
the trades union movement as Rep¬ 
resented by the organizations aflil- 
iated with the A. F. of L.; there¬ 
fore, be it 

Resolved, Tliaf this conveAtion

FEAB AND HOPE. 

Fear and hojie—these are the 
names of the two great i)as8ions 
which rule the race of men, and 
with which revolutionists have to 
deal; to give hope to the many 
oppressed and fear to the few 
oppressors, that is our business. 
If we do the first and give hope to 
the many, the few must be fright¬ 
ened by their hope; otherwise we 
do not want to frighten them. Tt 
is not revenge wo want for pemr 
people, but hajijiiness; indeed, 
what revenge can be taken for all 
the thousands of 3 'ear 8 of the suffer¬ 
ings of the poor ? 

However, many of the oppressors 
of the poor, most of them, n fe will 
say, are not eonscious of being 
oppressors; they live in an orderly, 
quiet way themselves, as far as 
po«iff)le removed from the feelings 
of a Roman slave-owner or a Leg- 
tree; they know that the poor exist, 
but their sufferings do not present 
themselv’es to thm iA h trenchant 
and dramatic way; they them- 
I selves have troubles to bear, ami 
they think doubtless that to bear 
troubles is the lot of humanity- 
Nor have thej- any means ot com. 
paring the troubles of their lives 
^ with tiwise of the people lower in 
the social scale. I fever the thought 
of those heavier troubles obtrudes 
itself upon them, they console 
themselves with the maxim that 
■peoplfe do get nseff 16 Ihe troubles 
they have to bear,' wiAtever.- tAfey 
,inay be. ■ ■ 

We have as supporters of the 
])Te8ent state of things, however bad 
it may be, first, those comfortable, 
unoonscious oppressors who think 
they have everytlffug to fear from 
any change which would involve 
n^ore than th«: tfofteat and mo^t 
g^ual of reforms; aud aecondly, 
those poor people who, living hard 
and anxiously as they do, can hard¬ 


ly conceive of any change for the 
better happening to them, and dare 
not risk one tittle of their poor jws- 
sessioDS in taking any action to¬ 
ward a possible bettering of this 
condition', so that while we can do 
little with the rich save inspire 
them v,dth fear, it is hard indeed to 
give the poor any hops. 

We are living under a system 
that makes a conscious effort toward 
reconstruction almost impossible. 
It is not unreasonable to say to our 
objectors; “There are certain de¬ 
finite obstacles to the real progress 
of man; we can tell you what these 
are; taxe them away, and then you 
shall see.” 

I must ask the rich wh.at sort of 
of position it is which they arr so 
anxious to j)reservp at any cost? 
And if, after all, it will be such a 
terrible loss to them to give it up? 
and I must point out to the j>oor 
that they, with capacities for living 
a dignified and generous life, an; in 
a position which they cannot endure 
without lontinued degradation.

The operation of Pittsburg’s in- 
dustriaJ establishments exacts a 
huge tax on precious human life, 
and widows and orphfms itre made 
and homes wrecked dail^ that the 
march of progress be not interrup¬ 
ted.—Pittsburg Leader. 


YOUR DUTY-ANO 


SOCIAL DEMOCRATIC FEDER¬ 
ATION OF ENGLAND. 

OBJECT. 

The socialization of tlie means of 
production, distribution and ex¬ 
change, to be wntiolled by a demo¬ 
cratic state in the interests of the 
entire community, and the com¬ 
plete emancipation of labor from 
the domination of capitalism and 
landlordism, with the establish¬ 
ment of social and economic equal¬ 
ity between the sexes. 

1. All organizers; or administra¬ 
tors to be elected by eipial direct 
adult suffrage, and to be main¬ 
tained by the community. 

2. J.cgislation by the people in 
such wise that no project of law 
shall become binding till accepted 
by the majority of the people. 

*3. The abolition of standing 
annies, and the establishment of 
National citizen forces; the people 
to dwide on jieace or war. 

4. All education to he cximjiul- 
sory, secular, industrial, and free. 

6. The administra'ion of justice 
to he free to all. 

t). The means of production, dis¬ 
tribution, and exchange to be de¬ 
clared and treated as collective or 
common jirojierty. 

7. Tlie productoin and distribu¬ 
tion of wealth to be regulated by 
the community in the common 
-.uterests of all its members. 

8. The establishment of inter¬ 
national courts of arbitration. 

As measures called for to palliate 
the evils of our existing society the 
Social Democratic Federation urges 
for immediate adoption:— 

The coiiijmlsory construction by 
public liodies of healthy dwellings 
for the poojile, such dwellings to 
be let at rents to cover the cost of 
construction and maintenance 
alone. 

Free secular and technical educa¬ 
tion, conijiulsorj' ujion all classes, 
together with free maintenance for 
the children in all state schools. 

No child to be emiiloyed in any 
trade or occupation until 14 years 
of age, and have penalties to l>e 
indicted on employers infringing 
this law. 

Eight hours or less to be the 
normal working day, or not more 
than forty-four hours jicr week, to 
be fixed in nil trades and industries 
by legislative enactment, impris- 
onuieut to be indicted on emplot'- 
ers .for any infringement of tliis 
law. 

Cumulative taxation upon all 
incomes exceeding AMUO. 

State appropriation ‘of railwkys 
and canals; munici)tal ownershij) 
and (Muitrol of gas, electric light 
and water sujiplics; the organiza¬ 
tion of tramway and omnibus ser¬ 
vices and similar monopolies in 
the interests of the entire com¬ 
munity. 

The extension of the post odice 
hanks so that they shall absorb all 
private institutions that derive a 
profit from operations in money or 
credit. 

Kejmdiation of the national debt. 

N’atiomilisatiou of the laud and 
organization of agricultural and 
industrial aniiies under state or 
municipal co-operative principles. 

The disestablishment and disen- 
dowriient of all state ehtirches. The 
establishment of adequate pensions 
for the aged and iiidrm workers. 
Every person attaining the age of 
dfty to he kept by the community, 
work being ojitional after that age. 
The cstabiishment of municipal 
hospitals, municipal (xintrol of the 
food and coal suppl.v, abolition of 
present workhouse system, and the 
provision of useful work for the un¬ 
employed. State control of life¬ 
boat service. 

As means fur the peaceful attain¬ 
ment of these objects the Social 
Democratic Federation advocates: 

Payment of members of parlia¬ 
ment and all local bodies, payment 
of official expenses of election . out 
of public frinds, adult suffimge, 
annual parliaments, proportional 
ropreseutation, second baJiot, ini¬ 
tiative aud referendum, canvassing 
to be illegal, abolition of the mon¬ 
archy and the house of lords, 
extension of the powers of county, 
town, district and parish councils, 
legislative independence for all 
parts of the Empire. 


REFORM GUSH. 

There is so much gush in semi¬ 
reform circles about the “great 
blessings” derived in Switzerland 
from the initiative and, referendum 
that the following cry of distress of 
a builder and citizen of Berne,Swit¬ 
zerland, copied frdhi the Zurich 
“Voice of Labor” will no doubt be 
read with interest: 

“Almost in every city we read 
the sign in various places: ‘Protccl 
the animals!’ ‘Remember the birds!’ 
But I never yef discovered a sign 
with the inscription: ‘Remember 
the workers!' and yet such a sign 
is badly needed, particularly for 
the workers in the hiiildiiig trades. 
Ill the summer and toward the fall 
woik is plentiful, but ns soon as 
the snow and cold weather sets in, 
work ceases for two or three 
months. The workers might then 
]iut uj) a sign, rending: ‘Kemembor 
the emjiloyers who leave you in 
the c-old in the winter.’ Foriuerle 
the married men were givi-ii. .i 
chance to do some little work on 
stock during the winter season. 
The single men would then go 
trainjung; thu.s the work was some¬ 
what divided and lioth employers 
and employ'os were satisfied. Even 
in the cold winters of 1879—1890 1 
had a steady job. But things havi 
taken a mighty change since, and I 
am now out of work every winter.” 

Here is the moral of that letter: 
The exploitation and conseiiuent 
impoverishment of the masses, the 
greatest crime of our times, will 
never be disturbed by the initiative 
and referendum as the social condi¬ 
tions of Switzerland plainly prove. 
Nay, these superficitil jxilitical re¬ 
forms even have a detrimental 
fc.'‘ect,for they tend to till the work¬ 
ers with illusion regarding the im¬ 
provement of their conditions which 
sidetrack them from the genuine j 
principle of social jirogress. 

All So-called reform pajiers will 
never fail to point out that since 
Switzerland has adojited the initia¬ 
tive and referendum, this little 
republic has reached the acme ot 
economic happiness. These would- 
be reformers seem never to inquire 
why 80 many .Swiss emigrate to 
other countries in oriler to better 
their conditions. 

“The jiopulation. of Switzerland 
was in 18S4, 2,84(5,102, including 
the foreigners; of these 234,045] 
live in foreign countries, leaving ir 
Switzerland a total of 2,til2,U57. 
This small population has frcmi 
tourists a j'early iiu^ome 52,8(X).(HX) 
francs through hotels alone, not 
including private houses, restaur¬ 
ants, etc. .Uhl to this the incuini' 
wjiicli stcamsiiip, railroad and 
other tr:ins)iortati(»n companies 
must nccessarilv derive from the 
same source, aud the sum must be 
more than doubled. 

In si>ile of this exceedingly rich 
source of revenue, wh'cli, if distri¬ 
buted properly should insure a 
comfortahle living to the iiiu.sses, 
eleven hours constitutes a legal 
wiirking day; ai d when last year 
the laboreis of Zurich went on a 
strike for shorter hours and better 
l>a 3 ’, they were biutally maltreated 
and clubbed while parading the 
streets. Last year aii election was 
held oil the issue, “The right to 
work.” The pro}) 08 itiou was re¬ 
jected. How is that for a bene¬ 
ficent result of the initiative and 
referendum? 

The following is a quotation from 
an eminent Swiss historian, from 
whom I took the above figures: 

“The arts and sciences axe flour¬ 
ishing. The state, indeed, has 
done very liitle, so far, but umch 
is,accomplished by yoluntarj- asso¬ 
ciation.” 

Again he says: “After all,.Swit¬ 
zerland, in consequence of the stop¬ 
page of several branches of indus¬ 
try aud the over-indebtedness of 
the agricultutail classes^ finds her¬ 
self at present, oocaaionally, ip a 
rather oppressed condition, which 
manifests itself most clearly in the 
extraordinary.large emigration.”- 

In 1834 the number of emigrants 
was 9,W3. The sun of the SOtli of 
December, last year, brought news 
of twenty-one suicides during one 
week in the city of Geneva, nearly 
all of which lefr notes stating that 
they sought death on account of 
starvation. Ex.

I would take, not by force, but 
by the slow process of lawful ac¬ 
quisition through hotter legislation

'The trusts, whose sole 
object is to abolish competition, 
have jirovpd that we are better 
without than with it the moment 
any corporation controls the supply 
of any product. j

SOCIAUSM IN ENGLAND 


For the inforiiiatioii of readers of 
The Herald it is our purpose to 
publish opeasionally declarations, 
piatforins and docuineius relating 
to the organized Socialist Movement 
abroad. Below is given the pro¬ 
gram of the Indejiendeut Labor 
Party of Great Britain, with which 
are identified Keir liardie, Tom 
Mann, Samuel Hobson, “Marxian” 
and man}’ other well-known hluglish 
comrades: 

The true object of industrj- being 
the (iroduction of the requirements 
of life, the responsibility for this 
prodnetiou should rest with the 
coinniunity coUectively; therefore 

Tlie land, bc'ing the storehouse 
of all llie necessaries of life, should 
be declared and treated as public 
property; ^ 

The capital necessary for indus¬ 
trial operations should he owned 
and used collectively . 

Work, and wealth resulting 
therefrom, slioiild he equitably 
distributed over the jiopiilation. 

As means to these ends, we 
demand the enaetinent of following 
ineasiires : 

1. A inaxiinuni eight-hour work¬ 
ing (lav, a six-days working week, 
and the retention of all existing 
holidays as well as Lalxir Da\' 
(May 1st), secured by law. 

2. The jiroviaioii of work to all 
capable adult applicants at recog¬ 
nised trade-union rates, with statu¬ 
tory III ini muni of si xpense per 
lioiir. In order to remmiineratively 
cniplnj- the applicants, Parish, to : 
(a) organize and undertake such 
industries as the} may consider 
desirable; (h) compulsorily acquire 
land, purchase, erect, oi manufac¬ 
ture buildings, stock or other 
articles for carrying on such indus¬ 
tries; (c) levy rates On the rental 
values of the district, and borrow 
mone}' on the security of such rates 
for any of the above purposes. 

3. State pensions for every pei- 
son over 50 years of age, and ade¬ 
quate provisions for all widows, 
orpliaiiB, sick aud disabled workers. 

4. Free, secular, jiriinary, sec- 
ondarj’ and university education, 
w'ith free maintenance while at 
school or university. 

5. The raising of the age of 
child labor, with a view to its ulti¬ 
mate extinction. 

6. Municipalization and public 
control of the drink question. 

7. Abolition of indirect taxa¬ 
tion,. and the gradual transfer of all 
public burdens to unearned in¬ 
comes with a view to their ultimate 
extinction. 

The independent Labor Party is 
in favor of every proposal for ex¬ 
tending electoral rights to both 
men aud women, ami democratis¬ 
ing the system of government.
